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COMMENCEMENT 
Began Sunday, June 1. 


The various commencement pro- 
grams were carried out according to 
the schedule announced in the May 
number of our Bulletin. All speakers 
were on hand and brought us messages 
of exceptional worth and inspiration. 
Rev. James L. Fowle, the young pastor 
of the Central Church, St. Louis, spoke 
from the text Romans [:14, “I am 
debtor.” He pointed out how we have 
inherited the achievements of other 
men and other ages. Our opportuni- 
ties, therefore, are great and our re- 
sponsibilities too are correspondingly 
great. It was a scholarly and well de- 
livered discourse and was a fine begin- 
ning for a series of strong programs. 
The music was rendered under the ef- 
ficient direction of Miss Elizabeth 
Caldwell, head of the department of 
vocal music at Synodical College. Miss 
Susie Kerr presided at the organ and 
both the processional and recessional 
marches moved not only with the music 
but “like music.” The choir in their 
gowns and the presidents and speak- 
ers in academic costume proceeded 
first, double file, in the central aisle. 
The Synodical Faculty, class and stu- 
dents marched single file in the north 
central aisle and the Westminster Fac- 
ulty and class marched single file in 
the south central aisle, both columns 


in academic costumes and the two 
columns forming, as it were, a double 
file column but separated by the two 
blocks of seats. The marches added 
much to the dignity and orderliness of 
the occasion. 


The evening audience was again 
large and filled the gallery as well as 
the main floor of the large auditorium 
of the Presbyterian Church. This ex- 
ceptionally large commencement Sun- 
day evening audience was evidently in 
anticipation of an address to be de- 
livered by one of Westminster’s able 
alumni belonging to the legal profes- 
sion, viz. James G. Trimble, Esq., of 
St. Joseph, Mo. The audience were not 
disappointed. Mr. Trimble has made 
a careful and thorough study of the 
trial of Jesus in its legal (or rather 
in its illegal) aspects. He closed his 
address with an appeal in the words 
of Pilate “What shall I do then with 
Jesus which is called Christ?” 


Meeting of the Trustees 


The Board of Trustees met, as last 
year, on Monday evening, continuing 
in session through Tuesday and ad- 
journing Wednesday morning prior to 
commencement exercises. We trust it 
has now become established for the 
Board members to take three days 
from their business at commencement 
time and give full and careful consid- 
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eration to the annual reports and to 
a discussion of the policies of the in- 


stitution. The most of Monday eve- 


ning this year was given to a confer- 
ence with the Faculty on the subject of 
Greek and Latin and how to reestab- 
lish these studies in their rightful place 


in a college of cultural 


Conferences of the board and faculty 


have been held before and have always 
proved helpful to a better understand- 
ing of our problems and in the end 
to a wise solution of them. 

The President’s report covered the 
various fields of work to which the 
college is devoted, quoting from the 
heads of the different departments. 
With an increased enrollment of 52 
this year over last year it is gratify- 
ing to note that, notwithstanding the 
crowded condition in most of the de- 
partments, the reports show a high 
average grade of work done. There 
have been some failures, as always, but 
there has been a strong leadership in 
high scholarship and a higher general 
average grade for the whole student 
body. The reports from the financial 
department were especially gratifying 
when considered in the light of the 
past. The assets of Westminster now 
reach over one and one-half million 
lollars, counting Campaign II on which 
he annual payments are being made in 
a most encouraging manner. The in- 
creased attendance, however, brings its 
problems for the increase in tuitions 
is never sufficient to meet the demands 
for additional equipment and teaching 
force. All, however, who know the 
worth of cultural, Christian education 
will rejoice at these additional de- 
mands made of us by a growing at- 
tendance. To have the education that 
develops moral leadership for both 
the pulpit and the pew extended to 
embrace larger numbers is most en- 
couraging for this is the most import- 
ant service that can be rendered. The 
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masses and the classes follow their 
leaders. Woe when the morally blind 
lead the blind! 

One of the important actions of the 
Board was that of ordering additional 
facilities and equipment for the 
science departments at a cost of over 
$3,000. More students must not mean 
poorer accommodations, but this is 
what is would mean did the equipment 
not keep pace with the growth in at- 
tendance. This order of the Board was 
an act of faith in God and his people 
that the money will be forthcoming to 
meet this expenditure. Mr. Carnegie in 
substance once said, ‘We had scarcely 
completed our new and greatly en- 
larged plant, planned on a scale 
thought to be adequate to meet future 
demands, when we found we must be- 
gin all over at great cost and on a 
vastly larger scale.” He did it to turn 
out steel; we to turn out character for 
right leadership. 

While we express our high appreci- 
ation of the interest the Board mem- 
bers are taking in the college, as seen 
in their contributions of both time and 
money in- constantly increasing 
amounts, we were gratified to hear 
Mr. James J. Parks at the alumni ban- 
quet, speaking for the members of the 
Board, express their high appreciation 
of the services of the President and 
the Faculty and their admiration for 
the work that is being done by the 
student body. 


Student-Alumni Game 


The students and alumni played a 
baseball game Tuesday afternoon 
which was attended by the students, 
Faculty and Board as well as by a large 
number of commencement visitors and 
townspeople. The “kids” were too 
much for the “old men” as would ap- 
pear by the score of 6 to 1 in their 
favor. It is always a joy to see the 
alumni back on the old campus and 
especially at commencement time. We 
trust this student-alumni game has be- 


come an established feature of com- 
mencement week. 


This game closed a successful year 
of athletics at Westminster, taking it 
all through, and the promise is good 
for running a large score next year 
and also for giving a large per cent 
of our students a share in our inter- 
mural if not in our intercollegiate ac- 
tivities. 


The June Contest 


The annual commencement-time 
contest between the two literary so- 
cieties was held Tuesday evening as 
usual. The Board of Trustees put up 
an annual prize of $20.00 for the win- 
ning society. The Philologics made the 
best showing this year as the Phila- 
lethians did last year. 


Commencement Program 


The processional moved as usual on 
commencement morning from West- 
minster Hall to Swope Chapel where 
they fell in with “Pilgrim’s March” 
played by Mr. Waldo F. Smith. Mr. 
Smith is a musician of long standing 
and officiated for many years at the 
pipe organ of the Presbyterian Church 
in Macon before coming to Fulton to 
take up his reSidence. His prelude 
and his postlude were a pleasing fea- 
ture of our commencement program. 
The Glee Club again this year sang 
several numbers for us much to the 
delight of the audience. 


Dr. Joseph Rennie, the new pastor 
of the First Presbyterian Church of 
St. Joseph, was our commencement 
speaker for this year. He came with 
the reputation of an able speaker and 
his address fully justified the reputa- 
tion. He took for his subject Paul’s 
statement “A great door and effectual 
is opened unto me, and there are many 
adversaries.” He set forth very vividly 
and forcefully the opportunities that 
are afforded in this day to the men 
that are prepared. He stressed the 


prime importance of the development 
of the moral element in character if 
men are to have the preparation needed 
to meet the unrest of our age and deal 
rightly with the great world problems © 
that confront us as a nation and a 
people. The one true basis on which 
to build the moral is belief in God. 


The degree of Bachelor of Arts was 
conferred on 16 young men. In ad- 
dition an unusually large number of 
prizes and honors were awarded, a list 
of which is given below. 


The senior class for next year now 
promises about twice the number for 
graduation ever graduated before and 
the next class bids fair to be larger 
still. 





The Alumni Banquet 


Following the commencement exer- 
cises the Alumni banquet was held at 
the Presbyterian Church at 12:30. 
There were about seventy present. Dr. 
Charles B. Boving, ’91, presided as 
toastmaster. The program was in- 
formal but was full of the spirit of 
good fellowship and optimism inspired 
by another year of excellent progress 
and by a future full of promise. 


The first speaker was Dr. A. A. 
Wallace, of Mexico, who is the oldest 
member of the Board of Trustees in 
point of service, having been a mem- 
ber for thirty-four years. He spoke 
of the diamond jubilee of the college 
which is due this year, counting Ful- 
ton College as the forerunner of West- 
minster College. 


The other speakers were: Mr. James 
J. Parks of St. Louis, representing the 
Board of Trustees; Professor W. D. 
Christian of Paris, representing the 
older aiumni. (Professor Christian 
has the distinction of having never 
missed a commencement since his 
graduation in 1877); Dr. D. S. Gage 
and Dr. John Harvey Scott, repre- 
senting the older members of the Fac- 
ulty; President E. E. Reed; Dean 
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George B. Sweazey; Harold H. Harner, 
representing the class of 1924; Dr. 
Charles P. Foreman, of Louisiana, and 
Dr. C. A. McPheeters, representing 
Synodical College.

Dr. C. C. Hersman 


Dr. C. C. Hersman, president of 
Westminster College 1880 to 1887, was 
called above June 7 after a long life 
of eighty-six years. He was a grad- 
uate of Westminster College, class of 
1860, and professor of Greek in this 
institution from 1864 to 1867. He was 
an able scholar and an excellent teach- 
er and rendered a capable administra- 
tion for seven years to his Alma Mater. 
He was a member of the American 
Committee of Revision on the trans- 
lation of the New Testament some 
years ago. 

This makes the fourth former presi- 
dent of Westminster College who has 
passed away in the last four years, the 
others being Dr. S. S. Laws, Dr. W. H. 
Marquess and Dr. E. C. Gordon. All 
of them were men of outstanding abil- 
ity and did much to establish West- 
minster College as an institution of 
high ideals and thorough scholarship. 





A New Assistant in Mathematics 


Professor Harold H. Scott has been 
engaged to succeed Professor J. S. 
Machin who has been our able assist- 
ant in the department of Mathematics 
during the past two years. Professor 
Scott is a son of Dr. John Harvey Scott, 
for fifty-nine years the head of our 
department of Mathematics. After 
graduating from Westminster College 
in 1908, he took a special course in 
Engineering at Washington Univer- 
sity spending four years at this and 
covering most thoroughly his chosen 
field of study. He was several years 
in the service of the City of St. Louis 
as civil engineer. He then turned to 
the teaching profession and for the 
past three years has been Superin- 
tendent of Schools at Madison. 


Professor Scott was one of the very 
best students ever graduated from 
Westminster College. His record at 
Washington University, among the 
larger numbers there assembled, was 
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equally remarkable as evidenced by 
a letter of special distinction given 
him by Chancellor D. F. Houston upon 
his graduation. His teaching and su- 
perintendency are borne testimony to 
as being perhaps- the mostsatisfac- 
tory ever rendered in connection with 
the schools of Madison... It might be 
mentioned also that Mr. Scott took 
an active interest in athletics while 
in college, being a member of the 
Westminster football team. 


His work will be more largely in 
the department of Physics and En- 
gineering, in other words in the de- 
partment of Applied Mathematics. 
Professor Scott has been most success- 
ful in his school work as well as active 
in his Christian influence. This adds 


another to our strong force of Chris- 


tian professors. 


A New Assistant In History. 


Mr. Brutus K. Hamilton of Harrison- 
ville, Missouri, has been engaged as an 
instructor in History for the coming 
year. Mr. Hamilton was graduated 
from the University of Missouri in 
1922 with the A.B. degree, having done 
his major work in History and Political 
Science, and his minor in English. Last 
year he was engaged in teaching in 
Kansas. 


In addition to his ability as a schol- 
ar and a successful teacher, he is an 
athlete of world-wide reputation. He 
was a member of the football team of 
the University of Missouri in 1920, 
21, and ’22, winning his varsity “M” 
at left end. He was also a member of 
the track team for these three years, 
and was captain in 1922, when he won 
the American College Championship in 
the Pentathlon events. He was a mem- 
ber of the American Olympic Team in 
1920, finishing second in the Pentath- 
lon in the Olympic games at Antwerp. 
He is again a member of the Olympic 
Team that competes at Paris this 
summer. He has already sailed for the 


games, but will return to this country 
about the middle of August and will 
be ready for his teaching with us at 
the opening of the new year. 

While Mr. Hamilton is engaged as 
an assistant instructor in History and 
will do full time teaching, he will as- 
sist Coach Pixlee with the football 
team and will coach the track team. 
This combination of work, together 
with his attractive personality, will 
give him a hold upon his students that 
should secure excellent results in both 
fields. Mr. Hamilton has had exper- 
ience in Sunday school work also. This 
past year he has been teaching a large 
class of boys.
